John Bull Fuming Over the 
President’s Note. 


The Recent Correspondence on Be- 
ring Sea Made Public. 


An English Fleet Ordered to Assemble 


at Esquimault. 


London Papers Keeping Up a Steady Fire 
of Abuse on Americans—The Senate 
to Ratify the Arbitration 
Treaty. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| The correspondence 
received by the Senate yesterday from 
the President relating to Bering Sea 
was made public today. 

The first communication is from Sir 
Julian Pauncefote to Mr. Wharton, 
under date of March 19, stating that he 
had received a reply from Lord Salis- 


bury to Wharton’s note of the 8th inst. 
to the following effect: 

Lord Salisbury again points out that 
the information in possession of Her 
Majesty’s government does not lead 
them to believe that another year’s sus- 
pension of sealing is necessary to pre- 
vent undue diminution of the seal herds. 
His lordship, however, proceeds to ob- 
serve: 


Beyond this question it is considered by 
your Government that they haye right to 
be protected from the loss they may in- 
cur from free sealing this year in the event 
of their claim to Bering Sea being upheld by 
the arbitrators. Her Majesty’s government 
does not dispute that after the ratification 
of a convention there will be some founda- 
tion for this contention, but adds that the 
prohibition of all sealing as a“*temedy has 
this defect: That British sealers excluded 
from Bering Sea would have undoubted 
ground of complaintif the British claims 
were upheld by the arbitrators. Moreover, 
there is no security that the arbitration 
will be concluded before the sealing season 
of 1893. Serious damage would be caused 
the industry by the suspension of sealing 
foralong period. In view of all of the 
above considerations, it appears to Her 
Majesty’s government that it would be more 
equitable to provide that sealing in Bering 
Sea shall continue on the condition that the 
owners of every sealing vessel shall give 
security for satisfying any oy the ar- 
bitrators may adjudge. I shall be glad to 
learn that the above suggestions meet with 
the concurrence of your government. 


THE PRESIDENT’S REPLY. 
Under date of March 22 Mr. Wharton 
replied as follows: 


Iam directed by the President to say 
that your note of the 19th inst. has had his 
immediate attention, in view of what he 
deems the extreme urgency and gravity of 
the matter. The urgency grows out of the 
tact that further protraction will make 
any modus ineffectual to protect the inter- 
ests of the United States and give Canadian 
sealers practical immunity by reason of 
the impossibility of communicating to 
them the agreed restrictions. Itis known 
to this Government that sealers have 
hastened their departure to escape notice 
of a possible modus, and every day almost 
adds to the fleetthat must now be over- 
hauled at sea. Already forty-seven Can- 
adian vessels have cleared for the sealing 
grounds, as against thirty-one atthe same 
date last year, and are engaged in follow- 
ing and destroying the seal herds. These 
vessels will, if not stopped and turned 
back atthe passes, go into Bering Sea and 
pursue tothe very shores of our islands 
the slaughter of mother seals seeking the 
‘accustomed rookeries to be delivered of 

their young. Thisisa crime against na- 
ture. 
the arbitration proceeds that the female 
seals cgnstitute the larger portion of the 
catch of the pelagic sealers. That in view 
of this serious and confident  con- 


Ttention of this Government His Lord- 


ship should assume that another 
year’s suspension of such sealing is not 
necessary ‘‘to prevent the undue diminu- 
tion of seal herds,’’ and should insist that 
pending arbitration it shall go on precisely 
as if no arbitration was agreed upon, is as 
surprising as itis disappointing. 

If Her Majesty’s government so little re- 
spects the claims and contentions of this 
Government as to be willing for a single 
season to disregard them the President 
cannot understand why Lord Salisbury 
should have proposed and agreed to give to 
those claims the dignity and standing which 
reference to a high court of arbitration im- 
plies. From the moment arbitration was 
agreed upon neither party was at liberty 
to disregard the contentions of the other. 
It must be assumed that the sincere pur- 
pose of the two governments was to promote 
peace and good will, but if, pending arbi- 
tration, either deals with the subject of it 
solely upon the basis of its own contention, 
and in utter disregard of the claims of the 
other, this friendly end is not only not at- 
tained, but a new sense of injury and in- 
justice is added, even if it should be found 
possible to proceed with an arbitration 
under such conditions. 

GRAVITY OF THE SITUATION. 


For it must not be forgotten that if Her 
Majesty's government proceeds during this 
sealing season upon the basis of its conten- 
tion as to the rights of Canadjan sealers no 
choice is left this Government but to pro- 
ceed upon the basis of its confident conten- 
tion that pelagic sealing in Bering Sea is 
an infraction of its jurisdiction and prop- 
erty rights. His Lordship will hardly fail 
to see this. Herein. in the opinion of the 
President, consists the gravity of the situa- 
tion, and he is not willing to be found in any 
degree responsible for the results that may 
follow the insistence of either government 
during this season upon the extreme rights 
claimed by it. In his opinion it would be a 
discredit in the eyes of the world tothe two 
great governments involved if the paltry 
profits of a single season should be allowed 
to thwart or even disturb the honorable 
and friendly adjustment of their difficulties 
so nearly concluded; but if His Lordship 
shall adhere to his refusal to unite with us 
in prompt and effective measures to stop 
pelagic sealing, and shall insist upon free 
sealing for British subjects, .uwe question 
as iteffects this Government is no longer 
one of pecuniary loss or gain, but one of 
honor and self-respect. 

This Government, notwithstanding that 
its righf to take seals upon Pribvlov Isl- 
my undisputed and wholly uninvolved 
in the arbitration has proposed to take no 
profit from the island catch, but limit the 
taking of seals to the necessities of the 
natives of those islands, and it cannot can- 
sent that. with indemnity or without, the 
contested rights of British subjects to catch 
seals in Bering Sea shall be exercised pend- 
ing arbitration. , 

SALISBURY'S ABSURD SUGGESTION. 


The President finds it dificult to.belleve 
that Lord Salisbury is serious in proposing 
that this Government shall take separate 
bonds from the owners of about 100 Cana- 
en sealing vessels to indemnify it for the

j risdiction or property, and ‘must decline 
to discuss a suggestion which only his re- 
spect for Lord Salisbury and his belief that 
has due appreciation of the

This Government expects to show’ if, 


treat with seriousness. We should doubt. 
less have to pursue and capture upon the 
sea many of the owners of those vessels 
to secure the bonds suggested, and 
as the condition is to be that they 
shall pay ‘‘any damages which the arbitra- 
tors may adjudge,”’ while thetreaty gives 
the arbitrators no power to adjudge any 
damages, the transaction would be without 
risk tothem and of no value to the United 
States. This Government cannot consent 
to have what it believes its rights destroyed 
or impaired pending a determimation by an 
agreed tribunal, however adequate the 
security offered. 

The reference in my last note to the in. 
consistency of Her Majesty's government in 
denying responsibility for the acts of Cana- 
dian sealers Was notintended to suggest 
any willingness on our art, under any cir- 
cumstances, to a use of our property con- 
verted into a claim for damages, afid par- 
ticularly as such a claim cannot now be 
heard or determined by arbitrators without 
a reformation of the treaty. for His Lordship 
must remember that while he now offers 
what he mistakenly calls security for sat- 
isfying any damages which the arbitrators 
may adjudge, he has already carried 
his point in the treaty that the arbitra- 
tors shall have no jurisdiction to award 
any damages. 

As to His Lordship’s suggestion that the 
Canadian sealers may have some clair for 
compensation if Great Britain restrained 
pelagic sealing, the President directs me 
to say thathe is not able tosee how citi- 
zens or subjects of either of the treaty 
powers-can by any rule of law or equity 
support any claim against their respective 
governments growing out of such neces. 
sary trade restraints as governments 
may lawfully impose to promote larger 
conditions of the public good and interna- 
tional peace. 

The suggestions that the conclusions 
of the, board of arbitration may not 
be reached and announced in time 
to govern the conduct of the  par- 
ties during the season of 1893; as 
the Président thinks, is fully provided 
against by the treaty itself. If the present 
treaty is promptly ratified and exchanged 
our mutual interests would be an absolute 
guarantee against delay. The President 
has found no obstacle inthe w by of such 
consummation exceptthe beli¢f now un- 
tortunately prevalent here that the refusal 
of Great Britain to agree to the preserva- 
tion of the status quo of the property dur- 
ing arbitration, and her insistence that 
pelagic sealing shall go onto the injury, if 
not destruction, of our rights, largely 
defeats the objects of the treaty. 

The President directs me to say, in con. 
clusion, that the modus of last yearis the 
least this Government can accept in rea- 
son. The restraints, after a treaty of arbi- 
tration, shoukd be more absolute, not less. 
He does not desire to protract this discus- 
sion, and having now in a most friendl 
spirjt submitted fhe considerations whic 
support the just demand of this Govern- 
ment thatthe property whichis the sub- 
ject of an agréed arbitration shall not be 
subject to spoilation pending the arbitra. 
tion, he expresses the hope that Lord Salis- 
bury will give prompt and friendly assent 
to a renewal of the modus. 

The President will hear with regret that 
Her Majesty's government continues to as- 
sert the right to deal with this subject pre- 
cisely as if no provision had been made for 
asettlement of the dispute; and in that 
event this Government, as has already been 
pointed out, willbe compelled to deal with 
the subject upon the same basis, and will 
use every means in its power to protect 
from- destruction or serious injury the 

roperty javisdictional rights which it 
or long claimed and enjoyed. 


The President transmitted the corre- 
spondence without comment. 


ANGRY SENATORS. | 
State Secrets Allowed to Leak Out—The 
Arbitration Treaty Ratified. 

WasHINGTon, March 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Itseems singular, with 
agrave emergency confronting it and 
affairs of state trembling in the bal- 
ance, that the United States Senate 
should lose sight of the real issues fora 
moment and turn to scoring newspapers 
for printing newsin which the people 
have a legitimate interest. Yet such is 
the fact, and a large part of the time 
during which the Senate has been in 
executive session during the past few 
days, supposed to be devoting itself to 
the discharge of its high function as an 
advisory body to the President, has 
really been devoted-to querulous com- 
plaints of newspaper enterprise, mu- 


tual recrimination for the suspected be- . 


trayal of secrets and searches for hid- 
den channels through which the press 
obtains information. Today the Senate 
resorted tothe unprecedented device of 
ordering the withdrawal of all its here- 
tofore trusted em ployés from the cham- 
ber excepting Secretary McCook. 

The Foreign Affairs Committee re- 
ported through Mr. Sherman, recom- 
mending the ratification of the Bering 
Sea arbitration treaty. Mr. Sherman 
pointed out the advantage to the United 
States from a ready acquiescence in the 
submission to arbitration and how 
Great Britain by a refusal of the modus 
vivendi would be placed in an unenvi- 
able light. Mr. Sherman also reported 
a resolution from the committee in the 
nature of an indorsement of the attitude 
assumed by the President, and in sub- 
stance assuring him of the support of 
the Senate. 

The discussion was free from jingo- 
ism, but revealed a quiet determination 
on the part of the Senate to maintain 
the dignity of the Nation and protect 
its rights. There was no belief that 
war would result from the present en- 
tanglement, and for asecond time this 
session there was expressed the idea 
that, as Great Britain appeared to be 
stopped from acting according to her 
own best interests and principles of 
common justice through deference to 
the sentiment of Canada, it would be 
well to administer to the Jatter a lesson 
by the withdrawal! of that priceless con- 
cession, the privilege of free shipment 
of products and goods through the 
United States. | 

No action was taken today on the sub- 
ject. Indications are, however, that, 
after further discussion, the treaty will. 
be ratified. 

Any idea of the complication being 
used as a means of affecting political 
issues was negatived by the attitude of 
the Democratic Senators, who, if possi- 
ble, were more ardent than their Repub- 
lican colleagues in arguing for the most 
liearty support of the Executive. 


WORK FOR THE NAVY. 
A Rigid Patrol to be Kept Up During the 
Sealing Season. 

Wasninoton, March 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Instructions to naval 
officers, assigned to the vessels intended 
for the protection of the sealing indus- 
try, have not yet been wholly com- 
pleted, but it isevident that the opera- 
tion of the vessels this year will be ex- 
tended not onlyto the Bering Sea, but

BRITISH SENTIMENT. 


The Situation Regarded as Critical—More 
Talk of Political Buncombe. 

Lonvox, March 24.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Press comments on 
President Harrison’s reply to Lord 
Salisbury regarding the modus vivendt 
are generally of the opinion that the 
situation is becoming critical, though 
nothing worse thana deadlock is looked 
for. The general impression is that the 
President’s attitude is nothing more 
than anelection appeal to those voters 
who love to see Great Britain insulted. 

The Daily News, referring to the cor- 
respondence, says: “There is much 
forcein Wharton's objection that the 
damages are unrecoverable from indi- 
viduals. Cannot Lord Salisbury pledge 
our credit for any fine imposed? If 
America objects she might be invited 
to put it the other way by pledging her- 
self to pay for the luxury of prohibi- 
tion.”’ 

The Times says: “The possibility of 
complications is causing uneasiness 
among members of the Commons. If 
the modus vivendi is not restored it is 
believed that America will hurry men- 
of-war to Bering Sea and sweep off 
Canadian sealers.”’ 

The Times, in a leader-on Bering Sea, 
says: 

It is to the credit of the American people 
that they have not responded to the noisy 
protests of their public men. It is remark. 
able, after so many years of experience, 
that the party leaders still deem it profit- 
able to beat the big drum on every possible 
occasion and ask other nations, especially 
Great Britein, to tread on the tail of their 
coat. We fail to understand the meaning 
of the American reply that damages 
cannot be recovered, because if the pro. 
posalis accepted England will be bound to 
recover them and refund them to America. 
On the other hand, if the decision is ad- 
verse to the American claim, as most peo. 
ple acquainted with international law ex. 
pect, there will be no means, as matters 
now stand, of securing compensation for 
the injury done to British sealers by a sus. 
pension of fishing, while a renewal of the 
interdict will cause much heavier losses. 

Commenting on the danger of bring- 
ing the British and American fleets in 
proximity, the Times says it is only too 
likely to bring them inte conflict, and 
concludes: 

Tail-twisting may be a peptier sport, but 
a serious quarrel with England is not likely 
to assist Harrison in his Presidential cam- 
paign. 


POSSIBLY A BLUFF. 


A British Fleet Ordered to Rendezvous 
at Esquimault. 

Victoria (B. C.,) March 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.|, It is announced 
that Rear-Admiral Hotham. commander 
of the British Pacific naval station, 
has cabled orders to Equimault that the 
warships Melpomene, Champion and 
Warspite will reach Equimault May 1, 
two months earlier than previously ar- 
ranged. The sudden change in the dis- 
positionof the ships is taken to indicate 
a serious phase of the Bering Sea dis- 
pute. 


Baden-Powell Goes Home. 

New York, March 24.—Sir George 
Baden-Powell, British commissioner in 
the Bering Sea matter, sailed yesterday 
for Liverpool in the City of New York. 


RAUM AGAIN TESTIFIES. 


The Commissioner Thinks His Son Was 
Not Given Fair Treatment, 
Wasumeton, March 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| .The Pension Investi- 
gation Committee this morning exam- 
ined a large number of papers from the 
official files of the Interior Department. 
Among them were indorsements and 
recommendations signed by Senators 
Cullom and Farwell and Green B. 
Raum of Examiner Taylor, against 
whom the Raum letter brought charges. 
Commissioner Raum was called to the 
witness stand again, and having said he 
did not apppove Secretary Noble’s 
action in his (Raum’s) son’s case with- 
out giving him a fair trial Mr. Enloe 
asked what he thought of his own ac- 
tion in discharging seven special exam- 
iners without a fairtrial. The commis- 
sioner replied that he believed they 
were furnishing information to the news- 
papers though one Fleming, a newspa- 
per writer. who wrote articles intended 
to injure him (the commissioner.) 
Speaking of having asked for the re- 
tirement of Gen. James Dugan from his 
position in the Pension Office, the wit- 
ness said Dugan had made a remark to the 
effect that Lemon was commissioner and 
Raum was his deputy. This witness re- 
garded as disrespectful.

BLAND 


Unable to Get a Vote on His 
Silver Bill, 


The Measure Would Have Been 
Tabled but for the Speaker’s Aid. 


The Motion to Shelve Free Coinage 
Lost on a Tie. 


The Bill Now Takes Its Place on the Cal- 
endar—A Victory for the “Antis” 
—Exciting Scenes 
The House. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasmineton, March 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Howse.—The galleries 
were again packed when the silver de- 
bate was resumed today and there was 
avery full attendance on the part of 
members. Mr. Bland announced that 
he would postpone the motion for the 
previous question till 5 o'clock in order 
to give an opportunity for greater de- 
bate. 

Mr. Williams of Illinois, Democratic 
member of the Coinage Committee, 
opened the debate in favor of tie bill. 
Mr. Williams elicited great appiause 
when he exclaimed, “The unit of vaine 
is a creation of the law and the power 
of declaring what shall constitute the 
unit of value in the United States is 
vested in Congress alone!’’ He criti- 
icized the administration for working 
against the bill and predicted thatif the 
measure passed the House the adminis- 
tration would exert all its mighty in- 
fluence to force gold to a ‘premium, 
creating trepidation to prevent like 
action by the Senate. 

Ina sharp passage at arms which 
now ensued between Mr. Wike of 
Illinois and Mr. Williams, the latter 
maintaining that the silver coin of 
Europe is already at a par with gold, 
and that the United States is capable of 
taking care of the bullion yet uncoined. 

Mr. Cockran of, New York, a well- 
known Tammany leader, opened for the 
opposition to the bill, which he vigor- 
ously attacked. He nevertheless com- 
plimented Chairman  Biand’s report, 
and declared he had no patience with 
Mr. Harter, who ‘had said: ‘I credit 
him (Mr. Bland) with gross ignorance 
as the only exouse for his attitude.”’ 
Mr. Cockran said that, while disputing 
the conclusions of the bill, he desired 
also to dispute the statement of Mr. 
Harter. If there had been’ ignor- 
ance displayed upon the floor it had not 
been displayed by the gentleman from 
Missouri. The thrust at Harter was 
greeted with applause and Mr. Cockran 
continued his speech at length. 

Mr. Cockran was followed by Mr. 
Cummiugs of New York, who said that 
his constituents were opposed to the bill 
and he would, therefore, vote against it. 

Mr. Dingley of Maine also spoke in 
opposition to the bill, saying that its 
effect would be to give the silver mine 
owners of this Nation $21,000,000 
annually more than they are now re- 
ceiving for their product. In addition 
to this our mints would be flooded by 
silver imported from abroad. 

Mr. Hatch of Missouri made a strong 
party speech in favor of the bill, an- 
nouncing that he was in favor of mak- 
ing the billa matter of party fealty. 
He told Mr. Williams of Massachusetts 
that he did not know the first princi- 
ples of Democracy, and when Mr. Will- 
iams asked if he was reading him out 
of the party Mr. Hatch retorted that 
Mr. Williams said the time was coming 
when the Democratic party would have 
to choose between the Democrats of 
New York and the Alliance of the 
South. He (Mr. Hatch) was willing to 
make the choice, if necessary, and 
would swap the barefooted statesmen 
from Kansas (Mr. Simpson) for the gen- 
tleman from Massachusetts, and if an- 
other swap were wanted he would take 
in the erring young Democrat from 
Georgia (Mr. Watson) and throw over 
another Massachusetts mugwump. 

Mr. Williams having asked if Mr. 
Hatch could refer him to a Demo- 
cratic platform that ever declared for 
free silver, Mr. Hatch replied: ‘‘When 
you wantthe Democratic platform you 
will get it from Democrats, and not from 
men whose swaddling clothes have not 
been off for a week or amonthora 
year.’’ [Great laughter. | 

Mr. Loud of California said the first 
and most potent reason why he should 
vote against the bill was that in the 
platform of the Republican party there 
was engrafted a plank against the free 
coinage of silver. Furthermore in the 
laws of his State, in the obligations of 
almost every country and in all notes 
and contracts were provisions making 
them payable in gold. To assume that 
the people of California were in fayer 
of the free coinage of silver would be 
to assert that they were a living lie. 
He remembered when as a mechanic he 
had to take his $100 a month in silver 
and exchange it ata loss of $6 before 
paying the butcher and baker. 

Mr. Bartine of Nevada, leader. of the 
Republican free coinage men, made an 
able and comprehensive speech, review- 
ing the fiscal policy of this country and 
Europe on the silver question during 
the past century and combatting the ur- 
guments against free silver. Mr. Bar- 
tine did not pretend to believe that 
everything abnormal in the social and 
industrial conditions of the day had re- 
sulted from silver demonetization. 
Neither did he claim that its remoneti- 
zation would convert the American con- 
tinent into a terrestrial paradise and 
fill the land with Utopian bliss, but he 


did believe that its general result would. 


be all in the line of benefit; that it would 
encourage enterprise and lead to the 
more even distribution of wealth. 

E. E. Taylor of Ohio, in the course of 
his speech, expressed surprise that. Mr. 
Hatch had declared that the repeal of 
the act of 1873 was the greatest in 
the fame of the century amd that it 
was done by the Republican Comgress 
and Republican President. Mr. Hatch 
knew that not a single Democrat voted 
against that measure in the Senate; 
that Thurman and Bayard voted for it, 
and the only yotes cast again it were by 
Republicans, 

_ Mr. Castle of Minnesota and Mr, En- 
glish of New Jersey opposed the bill.

THE COURTS. 


The Lee Damage Suit Finally 
Decided. 


The Brakeman Awarded $25,000 for 
the Loss of His Leg. 


V. Bailey’s Suit Against the Southern 
Pacific for $50,000. 
That Amount Demanded for Being Put Off 
the Train—The Abbott Burglary 


Trial — General Court 
Notes—New Suits. 


The trial of the $50,000 damage suit 
instituted by Charles A. Lee against the 
Southern Pacific Company was resumed 
before Judge Clark anda jury in Depart- 
ment Two yesterday morning. The 
Court having denied the defendant’s mo- 
tion for judgment of non-suit, which had 
béen submitted on Wednesday evening, 
the following witnesses were called for 
the defense: C. M. Tucker, C. McCar- 
thy, T. P. Sullivan, W. C. Ambrose, D. 
Allen and D. H. Bair. By them it was 
shown that the track was in good con- 
dition at the scene of the accident, and 
that Lee was guilty of contributory 
negligence in riding upon the pilot of 
the engine, in defiance of the company’s 
rules and regulations. 

After the piaintiff and C. L. Varner 
had been recalled and testified in re- 
buttal, both sides closed, and the de- 
fense renewed its motion for judgment 
of non-suit, which was denied, as was 
also a motion to instruct the jury to find 
for défendant. 

The matter was argued pro and con, 
and finally submitted to the jury at 
5:15 o'clock, that body returning into 
court at 6 o’clock witha verdict for 
plaintiff for $25,000 damages. 

ANOTHER SOUTRERN PACIFIC DAMAGBE SUIT. 

In Department Three yesterday morn- 
ing the caseof V. Bailey vs. the South- 
ern Pacific Railway Company for $50,- 
000 damages for forcible ejectment 
from a northbound train on September 
21,1890, came on for trial before 
Judge Wade and a jury, T. B. Brown, 
Esq., appearing for plaintiffand A. B. 
Hotchkiss, Esq., representing the de- 
fendant corporation. The jurors se- 
lected to try the case were: G. Basser- 
man, M. M: Brothers, H. D. Fowler, T. 
A. House, J. Knight, & Millard, J. A. 
Montgomery, W. O. McClintock, C. E. 
Patterson, J. R. Summers, E. R. Thomp- 
son and Alexander Weiss. The plain- 
tiff claimed that he purchased a ticket 
at Kaasas City, Mo., to Portiand, Or., 
via Los Angeles, and on September 21, 
1890, he boarded defendant’s north- 
bound train, but when the conductor 
and train agent examined his ticket 
they refused to accept it and on reach- 
ing Burbank forcibly ejected him from 
the train, to his damage in the sum of 
$50,000. 

The defendaut, who entered a general 
denial and claimed that plaintiff, upon 
being informed that his ticket was not 
regulars refused to pay his fare, moved 
the court, after the pleadings had been 
read, to dismiss the action on th 
ground that it did not have jurisdiction 
over the matter atissue, but the motion 
was denied. 

After hearing the testimony of a num- 
ber of witnesses for the plaintiff court 
| adjeurned 
ing over until this morning. 

WANTs $20,000 DAMAGES. 

In Department Four yesterday the 
trial of the case of H. C. Jackson vs. A. 
Crawford and C. A. Marriner, an action 
to recover $20,000 for an alleged ma- 
licious prosecution and false imprison- 
ment, was commenced before Judge 
Van Dyke and a jury, W. T. Williams, 
Esq., appearing for plaintiff'and Messrs. 
Wells, Munroe and Lee representing the 
defendants. 

The jury selected to try the case con- 
sisted of J..H. Alderson, B. F. Ball, W. 
M. Bolan, J. A. Brown, W. Duce, A. V. 
Dunsmoor, J. Eggert, C. H. Hollister, 
L. C. Mason, J, C. Ragsdale, H. J. Stew- 
art and J. Wright. 

The plaintiff, H. C. Jackson, was ar- 
rested some time ago on complaint of 
defendants for having obtained a car- 
load of coal from the New Mexico Coal 
Company by means of false pretenses. 
Jt was alleged that he represented him- 
self to be the owner_ofa coalyard, and 
upon that basis he was allowed to pur- 
chase the coal-on 
case came up for trial in Department 
One, howevér,:the defendant was ac- 
quitted, and he now seeks to recover 
damages as above stated. 

After hearing part of plaintiff's testi- 
mony court adjourned for the day, the 
matter going over until this morning. 

THE ABBOT BURGLARY TRIAL. 

The trial of the George Abbott burg- 
lary case occupied the attention of 
Judge Smith and ajury in Department 
One again all day yesterday, the follow- 
ing witnesses being called and examined 
for the defense: A.J. Falder, P. M. 
Darcy, E. A. DeCamp, A. C. Falder, L. 
E. Acevedo, Emil Harris, Mrs. Merced 
Abbott. Arthur Tanner, “G. Loos, John 
Monyea, W. A. Bever, J. Robarts, J. D. 
Todd, P. Ballade, W. Colan, José Con- 
treras and Anselm Contreras. Their 
testimony was merely a repetition of 
that given upon the former-trial, among 
them being several who were called 
solely forthe purpose of impeaching 
the character of Detective W. A. Bos- 
qui, who worked up the case for the 
prosecution, but failed todo so, as all 
who did so were shown to be prejudiced 
against him. 

The trial of this case was temporarily 
suspended at 2 o'clock for the purpose 
of taking up the matter of the con- 
tempt proceedings against Amos Ab- 
bott, the defendant’s brother, who 
went over to San Clemente Island after 
he had been subpoenaed as a witness in 
the case. Amos Abbott, upon being 
swoyn, testified on his own behalf to 
the effect that he had been hired 
by Attorney S. C. Hubbell as agent for 
Oscar Macy to go ever to the island, 
and as he had drawn $10 in advance 
he was threatened with arrest if he 
failed to go over. . 

Deputy Sheriff Anderson and S. C. 
Hubbell, Esq., were. called and denied 
the assertion that Amos had been 
threatened with arrest, and at this 
juncture the Court continued the mat- 
ter for further hearing until Saturday 
morning next,

THE BLACK WON, 


La Blanche, the “Marine,” Meets 
His Waterloo. 


Defeated by Childs After a Hot Con- 
test of Eight Rounds. 


Hard and Furiaus Fighting from Start 
to Finish. | 


The White Man Out-fought at Every Point 
—La Blanche Badly Punished— 
—Finally Wound Up on 

, a Foul. 


George La Blanche, the once famous 
‘‘Marine,’’ has again suffered defeat at 
the hands of Frank F. Childs, the local 
colored middle-weight, acomparatively 
“green’’ pugilist, whose sensational 
feat of knocking out the ‘‘Marine’’ in 
three rounds a few weeks ago was be- 
lieved to be an accident. 

The fight, which took place in the 
gymnasium of the newly-organized 
Pastime Athletic Club, on North Main 
street, in this city, was for a purse of 
$750 at catch weights. Fully 500 en- 
thusiastic admirers of the ‘‘art defen- 
sive’’ witnessed the event, which was 
generally conceded to be one of the 
most interesting of its kind ever held in 
the city, and, although it was somewhat 
marred by the viciousness displayed by 
La Blanche at the finish, it will long be 
remembered in the annals of local pu- 
gilism. That Childs proved himself .a 
better man than his more renowned an- 
tagonist was proven beyond the shadow 
of a doubt. ; 

The event was preceded by several 
lively set-tos between a number of more 
or less clever boxers, and, as the crowd. 
arrived early, the directors of the club 
very wisely hurried matters up, so that 
at shortly after 9 o’clock everything 
was in readiness. 

At 9:27.o’clock Frank F. Childs 
stepped into the ring, followed by Prof. 
Billy Shannon, Young Elwood and Tom 
Jqnes, and took up his position near the 
reporters’ bench. Three minutes later 
George La Blanche appeared, attended 
by Billy Maber, Jack Manning and 
Henry Peppers. Each was given a 
rally both on entering and after their 
formal introduction. ‘The latter, who 
weighed about 170 pounds, appeared 
to be in first-class trim, though still a 
trifle pannchy, but his legs, arms and 
shoulders were splendidly muscled, and 
he looked so much like a winner that 
some of his admirers offered 850 to 
$35 on him, which was promptly taken 
up. Childs seemed to be much thesame 
as when last he appeared in public, ex- 
cept that his legs were in somewhat 
better shape. 

The time-keepers were Tom Rodman, 
for the club, Frank Phillips for La 
Blanche, and Tom Darmody for Childs. 
While the men were donning the four- 
ounce mittens Referee Mort Curran 
made a little speech. It consisted of 
two words, addressed to the principals, 
as follows: ‘‘Fight fair.’’ 

Time was called at 9:37 o'clock. | 

First round—The men advanced cau- 
tiously tothe center of the ring. and 
Childs’ awkward style as they sparred 
for an opening createda great deal of 
merriment, as he appeared to be grab- 
bing at imaginary flies some three feet 
in front of him. Suddenly; however, 
he went in with a rush, and, 
his opponent with his left in the jaw, 
clinched. After the breakaway, Childs 
again rushed and landeda half-arm 
swing on the Marine’s ear with his 
right, but, missing a heavy left: swing, 
clinched again. A few seconds later 
Childs again. rushed in and landed 
heavily with both hands, receiving only 
one blow in the stomach in return, and 
the Marine went to his knees, remain- 
ing there for six’ seconds, when the 
round closed. ‘Childs was enthusiasti- 
cally cheered as he went to his corner. 

Sécond round—Childs resumed hostil- 
ities at the start, rushing inan® landing 
his right. During the clinch which fol- 
léwed the Marine showed a disposition 
to be mean, but the crowd hissed him. 
Childs landed a crushing right on the 
Marine’s jaw; but the latter retaliated 
withaterrible hot drive as he came 
again, and, as Childs missed a left 
swing, La Blanche downed him with a 
right swing on the jaw. The colored 
man was up again like a cat, and rush- 
ing in rained blow after blow on his op- 
ponent’s face and neck, staggering him. 
The round closed with the men at close 


quarters and fighting desperately in the” 


Marine’s corner. 
Tnird round—La Blanche's face be- 
gan to show signs of the punishment he 


‘| had received, but Childs was as fresh as 


ever when they came up again. The 
latter rushed, landing with his right, and 
clinched. A hot exchange of right 
swings on the jaw was followedbyva 
rush by La Blanche, who landed on 
Childs’ neck, staggering him. Just as 
the round closed the latter rallied and 
again smashed the *‘Marine’’ with both 
hands repeatedly, getting away without 
return. 

Fourth round—Both were somewhat 
distressed, but after two minutes’ spar- 
ring Ia Blanche rushed, swinging his 
right. Childs, however, was quick asa 
flash in getting away, and as the Ma- 
rine slacked up his dusky antagonist 
rushed in and biffed him time and again 
with both hands. At the call of time 
the ‘‘Marine’’ played “‘groggy.”’ 

Fifth round—Very little done. There 
Was a spirited exchange of hot swings 
at close quarters, about the middle of 
the round, but both men lacked steam. 
Childs jabbed his left into his oppo- 
nent’s mouth at the end without return. 

Sixth round—Childs was the” fresher 
of the two, when they came up, He 
landed his left on the ‘‘Marine’s’’ nose 
and his right in his wind, gctting away 
just in time to avoid a wicked swing. 
The ‘‘Marine’’ renewed his dirty tactics 
in the clinch which followed, and was 
hissed. His opponent tried to get in 
again, but was stopped with a terrible 
drive onthechin. He rallied, however, 
and, as before, rushed the ‘‘Marine’’ to 
the ropes and hammered him with both 
hands, just before the call of time. 

Seventh round—La Blanche, who was 
evidently waiting for an opportunity to 
get ina knock-out blow, failed to take 
advantage of the only really good open- 
ing afforded him, as Childs misseda 
vicious right swing and turned round 
like atop. George landed a hot left 
swing on his opponent’s chin, however, 
soon afterwards, but the colored man 
rushed in, and, beating down the Ma- 
rine’s guard, smashed in with Doth 
hands until he tired. Both men were 
clinched at the call of time. 

Eighth round—Childs came up strong 
and fresh and started in with the evi- 
dentintention of puting his man out; but 
La Blanche clinched and adopted his 
foul tactics again. This order of busi- 


| ness was kept up for over a minute, and 


it was merely a question of time with 
the ‘‘Marine,*’ as he ceased to ward off 
his opponent’s blows entirely, merely 
clinching to avoid punishment. Finally 
La Blanche, seeing that he was licked, 
claimed that Childs hit him on the 
shoulder, and grabbing him round ‘the 
waist threw him down and kicked him. 
Childs, though severely hurt, jumped up

Affairs of the Cable and Electrieé 
Railroad Companies. 


A San Francisco Capitalist Gives the Facts 
About the Proposed Agreement 
and How it Failed to 
Go Through. 


A well-known San Francisco financier, 
who is now in the city, and who is ina 
position to be thoroughly posted about 
the affairs of both the cable and elec. 
tric companies, was interviewed yestere 
day in regard to the present status of 
the case, and he stated it as a positive 
fact that the agreement is off, as hag 


Some weeks ago, said the genlleman, 
negotiations were entered into for the 
practical consolidation of the two come 
panies. The holders of the first-morts 
gage bonds of the cable company and 
the electric bondholders were to str 
render their bonds, in lieuof which cone 
solidated bonds were to be issued, the 
interest on which was to be paid for 
two years anda half in advance 
in bonds, the issue to be increased for 
that purpose. The holders accordingly 
pooled their bonds, and the California 
Bank of San Francisco, as_ trustee for 
the cable people, drew up an agreement 
as the basis of thetransfer. The agree- 
ment was submitted to James G. Fair 
and the Pacific Rolling Mill Company as 
representing the electric interests for 
their approval. They declined to ratify 
the agreement as presented, and in 
turn drew up an amended agreement, 
which was submitted to the California 
Bank, In the meantime, however, 
said the gentleman, the cable people 
had their eyes open; and when the 
amended agreement was submitted 
they declined to ratify it, as has beep 
stated. The gentleman further stated 
that, in his opinion, negotiations were 
off, and he did not think they would be 


resumed. The cable people have 
learned a good deal in the past 
few weeks, and. from his knowl- 


edge of the matter he did not think any 
other proposition will be submitted, 
Efforts have been repeatedly made

INTEREST ON ELECTRIC BONDS NOT PAID, 
The statement has been made that the 
electric company defaulted on the in- 
terest on their bonds, which-was due on 
the 16th.

From other sources it was learned 
that the interest had not been paid, and 
the reason given was that the cotipons 
had not been presented, the larger por- 
tion of the bonds being pooled, 
Whether the interest would have been 
paid had the -coupons been presented 
cannot, of course, be stated, although 
no one could be found who would have 
refused to receive the money had a ten- 
der been made.

Why Judge Lynch Presides, 

It is stated that more murderers have 
been lynched in the United States in 
the three months of 1892 than in any | 
full year preceding. This testifies to 
one of twothings: Either the commn- 
nities in which these lynchings took 
place are becoming more lawless, or 
public confidence in the efficacy of legal 
practice is rapidly failing. Every in- 
stance in which an indignant populace 
take the law into their own hands and 
execute a supposed criminal is not only 
a reproach but a defiance of established 
methods of jurisprudence. If thelynch- 
ers are punished the law is vindicated, 
and, in a certain sense, omaintains its 
prestige. If they are not punished, as 
most often proves the case, the courts 
are scandalized and reduced to a plane 
of ridicule and’ contempt. 

It needs only the popularization of 
lynch law to a. certain extent to ren- 
der coirts and forms of legal procedure 
obsolete and contemptible. This 
amounts to a waiver of one of the 
most important functions of govern- 
ment and the adoption, instead, of an- 
archy. 

We wonder if those shrewd gentle- 
men of the law who turn heaven and 
earth to help a client escape the pen- 
alty of his misdeeds, even when they 
know he is guilty, ever stop to think of 
the result of popular reaction against 
their methods. We wonder ifthe jury 
of dunderheads who allow lawyers to 
pull whole fleeces of wool over their 
eyes and induce them to say that white 


is black and-_ black have any 


conception of the fact that they are 
undermining the whole system of the 
law and relegating it to contemptuous 
disuse. We wonder if the juror who, 
from ulterior motives, ‘hangs’ a 
jury and defeats the ends of 
justice, stops to think that he 
is treasuring up wrath against the 
day of wrath for his. country? We 
wonder if the complaisant judge upon 
the bench who allows so much hair- 
splitting in the construction of law that 
the real spirit of law is lost sight of 
ever dreams that some day he or his 
children may appeal to the law for pro- 
tection and find no law left? 

It is all well enough to deprecate mob 
violence. but we should not blind our 
eyes to the fact that there is some in- 
centive for such outbreaks, and, until 
we reach the causes, we cannot hope to 
accomplish imuch with effects. There 
are two principal incentives which gen- 
erally actuate people who take the Jaw 
into their own hands. First, great in- 
dignation over some accomplished 
crime; second, a distrust in the ade- 
quacy of law to properly pun- 
ish the criminal. If every com- 
munity could feel assured that a 
criminal would be properly dealt with 
by a court, and punished as the law pro- 
vides, there would be few lynchings. 
As few communities have confidence in 
the just outcome of legal processes, 
they are the more ready to give way to 
passion and seek summary vengeance 
ona law-breaker. Legal jugglery has 
got in its work unhampered for a long 
time and may for a long time to come, 
but every instance in which it succeeds 
in defeating the ends of justice and 
equity only adds to the force of the 
reaction which may some day sweep the 
whole fabric of jurisprudence aside to 
inaugurate a better or to bring in its 
place a state of anarchy, 

It is said that during the past year 
ninety murders were committed in San 
Francisco, and only one murderer was 
hanged. If the courts are unable to 
work up to acloser margin than that 
the existence of the death penalty be- 
comes practically a dead letter. It 
would be much better to have it re- 
pealed than to allow it to remain as a 
constant mockery of the statutes—a 
good intention which is never kept. 

We cannot avoid the belief that, as 
legal practice is drifting more and 
more into chicanery and, pettifogging— 
as the standard of-the bar is being 
lowered by the undisputed presence of 
attorneys who are known to be black- 
legs and law-breakers—as the character 
of the bench feels the effect of this 
lowered standard—matters will go on 
getting worse and worse.

Head Works and Things. | 

Ex-Councilman Collins, in a commuti- 
cation to the Herald on the water ques- 
tion, makes some very conservative 
suggestions as to how the city should 
dispose of the matter. But the key- 
note of his communication, the one 
which will meet with general public in- 
dorsement, is: ‘‘At allevents we want 
no schemes. 
head works or other unnecessary out- 
lays until we first acquire this system,”’ 
meaning the plant of the City Water 
Company. Mr. Collins is right in this. 
It the city does not acquire the exist- 
ing water plant it ,does not require 
‘*head works”’ of the kind which the 
schemers are demanding, and if the 


plant is acquired it has all the head 


works needed. 

But there is one important question 
which overshadows all others in con- 
nection with this agitatiOn of the sub- 
ject of water supply and that is: ‘‘Does 
the developed water at Crystal Springs 
belong to that company?’’ The com- 
pany has developed over 1200 inches 
of water, and if it owns it the city 
can only .acquire it by purchase at 
a price which the company will accept, 
or through acondemnation suit. Water 
is valued at $1000 per inch, without 
dams, mains or pipes. 

The Council has assumed that the city 
owns the water (an assumption not in- 
dorsed by lawyers,) and has _ instructed 
the City Attorney to bring suit against 
the Crystal Springs Company to recover 
the value of water sold to the City Wa- 
ter Company as well asto enjoin the 
Crystal Springs Company from its fur- 
ther use. No advantage can accrue to 
the city by delaying the settlement of 
this question. The city should press it 
to an early trial if the City Attorney 
believes that the city has good fighting 
ground. If he does not, the suit should 
be dismissed. - There is, and has ‘been, a 
general misunderstanding regarding 
the position of the City Attorney in 
many matters. The Council 
ders suits brought, and when the 
city loses the blame is laid to 
the City Attorney, when in fact 
it should rest upon the Council. 
But in this case, involving millions of 
dollars to the city, to the people—a case 
upon which all future action upon the 
water question depends—there should 
be no delay nor trifling. Any pretense 
that the city is not ready to have the 
case tried should not be heeded. All 
the facts are known; no new ones can 
be made because the conditions are 
fixed and have been for several years. 

On the other hand, if the City Attor- 
ney does not believe that the suit can 


be successsully prosecuted it should be 


dismissed, for the city has no right to 
cast acloud upon the title to the prop- 
erty of any individual merely to 
force that individual to dispose of 


that property at a ‘less. price 
than he would otherwise accept 
forit. This suitis a cloud upon the 


title to property which the company 
desired to mortgage in order to obtain 
money to make improvements abso- 
lutely demanded by the growth and size 
of the city. .It cannot be that the pub- 
lic is willing that the plant of the City 
Water Company should stand as it is 
until 1698; and it must remain so if 
the company cannot borrow the money 
to extend it—for the stockholders will 
not advance money to—improve a prop- 
erty which they hold by an uncertain 
title, as this suit makes it. The de- 
mands upon the water company for ex- 
tended service are like demands upon a 
man to write with his hands tied behind 
his back. The people are not unjust or 
dishonest, and their representatives 
should not try to put them in a false 
position. Letws have the end of this 
matter, one way or the other.

The House of Commons Investigates 
the Shamrock Incident. 


A Farewell Banquet Given Minister 
Réid at Paris. 


Earl Russell Again Involved in Scandal— 
Parnell's Widow Compromises a Big 
Suit—France Refuses to Apol- 
ogize to England, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Parts, March 24.—The Journal de 
Debats stated this morning that the 
bands of Anarchists responsible for the 
recent dynamite explosions have deter- 
mined to use poison for their destruct- 
ive work instead of dynamite, which 
has caused but trifling loss of life. The 
dynamiters have been experimenting to 
discover a poison which will cause 
death without the risk of detection. A 
sample of the poison was found during 
the search of lodging-houses. 

A number of documents written in 
cipher were found in the possession of 
an Anarchist arrested today. The 
officials discovered a key to the cipher 
and gained a confirmation of the story 
which the Journal des Dgbats published. 
When the man was arrestad he was 
seeking employment as a servant in an 
aristocratic family which had incurred 
the hatred of the Anarchists, and had 
sentence of death pronounced upon 
them. The man arrested was selected 
to carry out the evil design by poison- 
ing all foods and liquids on the first 
favorable opportunity. The discovery 
of the diabolical plot has greatly in- 
creased the feeling of alarm caused by 
the recent Anarchistic demonstrations. 

Rome, March 24.—The trial of the 
Anarchists arrested for participating in 
the May riots was concluded today. 
Cipriani and Palla were sentenced;to 
two vears and eight months’ imprison- 
ment each, and to pay a fine of 1500 
lire. Korner, a German student, was 
sentenced to one year and 500 lire fine. 
Forty-nine others were sentenced to 
terms ranging from two years to 
twenty-five days, police surveillance 
and other minor restrictions. 


IN HONOR OF REID. 


A Brilliant Banquet Given to the Retir- 
ing Minister. 

Paris, March 24.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The farewell banquet 
given by the American colony to Mr. 
Reid, the retiring United States Minis- 
‘ter, took place this evening at the 
Hotel Continental. The guests included 
the most prominent members of the 
American colony and many famous 
Frenchmen, among them several mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. The music was 
furnished by the band of the National 
Guard. 

John Harjes, the toastmaster, began 
the speech-making by proposing to the 
health of President Harrison. ‘Hail 
Columbia’”’ by the band followed. Then 
came atoast to ‘‘The President of the’ 
French Republic.’’ The toast was fol- 
lowed by the playing of the ‘:Marseil- 
laise.’’ 

In proposing the health of the guest 
of the evening Mr. Harjes reviewed the 
great work accomplished Mr. 
Reid’s ministership and continued, say 
ing: ‘In wishing you, on the éve of 
your departure, an affectionate fare- 
well, permit me to add that ih return- 
ing to your home we hopethat on your 
onward march fof usefulness our coun- 
try may entrust you with new honors 
and further distinctions.’’ Harjes then 
requested Consul-General King to read 
an address dedicated to the honored

What th Diary of an old Prospector, 
Rounc with His Skeleton in the 
Olmpic Mountains, Revealed 
Strange Narrative. 


_ Capt. Tbk, one of the most famous 
Governm@t scouts in the Northwest 
since the jiel war in Canada, is visit- 
ing Los Ageles.on a most romantic 
mission. |{n August of last year Capt. 
Dick was i the Olympic Mountains near 
Lake Cushjan, in Washington, when he 
found the geleton of a man. 

“From ajappearances the man had 
been dead 4 number of years,’ said 
Capt. Dick pa Times reporter yester- 
day afternon, *‘but my curiosity caused 
me to exame the bones of the unfor- 


-tunate; andstrange as it may seem, I 


made a mostsingular discovery.”’ 

The captag then went on to tell how 
he raked aromd inthe dirt under the 
bones and fod a tin or sheet-iron can 
that had rust@ to such an extent that 
it was as tin as tissue paper, and 
when he pick@ it up it crumbled to 
pieces. 

It containedan oli yellow diary and 
a map, but both were so dim from age 
that it took some time to decipher 
them. As near as the captain could 
make out the dead man was a pros- 
pector, and in 1850 he and five other 
prospectors left Soutlern California for 
the north. They pijospected all the 
way up the coast, and at various points 
they found some goodclaims. In 1852 
they reached the Olympic Mountains, 
and the dead man, rho called himself 
Jack, and his five jompanions hada 
quarrel and he went pff by himself. 

From his little d&ry it is believed 
that his five companbns came back to 
California, but he wis so struck with 
the Lake Cushman jountry that he re- 
mained there. Hisjiary is written up 
to 1854, when it ejds, and the captain 
is of the opinion thit he died from star- 
vation and exposyre in that year. His 
blankets, clothing and everything ex- 
cept his tools ha¢ rotted, and the tools, 
including a prospector’s kit, were in 
snch a conditionfrom rust that nothing 
could be done wih them. ; 

The most oo nye part of the find 
is a map of a mine in Southern Califor- 
nia about 100 miles from Los Angeles. 
The map showed plainly where the 
mine was located, and from notes, etc., 
accompanying the map, it is believed 
that the mine is the richest silver mine 
ever discovered in Southern California: 
The prospecter went on to state that he 
had some of the rock assayed in San 
Francisco on his way to the north and 
it went $78 to the ton on the surface. 

The vein is eleven miles long and 
from eighteen inches tothree feet wide, 
and croppings show that it is very rich 
atevery point. The prospector stated 


‘in his diary that he had sunk a shaft 


sixty. feetin the center of the vein, and 
from a:l indications he considered it one 
of the richest silver mines ever discov- 
ered on the coast, but he Was looking 
for gold and thought he would leave it 
alone for a few yéars, as there were no 
prospectors to speak of in this section 
at that time. 

Capt. Dick had considerable business 
to attend to at the time he found the 
skeleton and could not get away until a 
few weeks ago, when he and a young 
man named J. C. Grader, who was 
raised in Los Angeles, started south. 

They arrived here last Sunday, and 
Monday morning they started for the 
lost mine and returned to this city yes- 
terday afternoon. Capt. Dick had in 
his possession a lot of rock, showing 
that he had not been unsuccessful in 
his search for the old miner’s find. 

“I found the mine,’’ said Capt. Dick, 
‘just as described on the map, and I

Capt. Wilkinson was bornin Missouri, 
and entered the Military Academy at 
West Point from the then Territory of 
Montana. He joined the famous Sev- 
enth Cavalry in 1876, with which reg- 
iment he has been most honorably con- 
nected ever since. He received his 
captain’s commission only a few weeks 
ago, after a continuous service of more 
than twenty years. 

Gen. McCook at once notified the War 
Department of the death of the captain, 
and further requested that the remains 
be sent to Ironton, O., (the home of 
Mrs. Wilkinson) for burial. Pending 
action, Lieut. Greene, of the General’s 
staff, has gone to Yumato render the 
widow all possible assistance. 

On receipt of the sad news Gen. 
Forsyth telegraphed Col. Corbin, the 
Assistant Adjutant-General of this de- 
partment, the following:

MT. WILSON FIRST AND FOREMOST. 

A lady who has traveled extensively con-

there, as it were, ‘‘hung out’’ a little cha. 
“Grey’s Peak, said by some to be the high- 
est of the Rockies, was reached through sad 
experience over a dangerous trail, in many 
places so blocked by snow as to render it 

aimost impassable, and whenI stood upon 
the lofty pinnacle I was at such an altitude 
thatin one sense the view was lost. .. . 

“Mt. Wilson is reached by an easy trail 
and when there one seldom loses a good 
view. We left the base among green fields 
and orange groves and at the summit we 
struck a regular ‘northeaster’ in the shape 
ofa snowstorm. The next morning a cov. 
ering of snow lay upon the ground and 
every shrub and tree was encased in crys. 
tal. As we walked over to Mt. Har- 
vard e seem to be floating upon 
asea of mist, which, as the rays ot the sun 
penetrated it, a grand transformation 
scene began. Peaks came into view, and 
cafions and plains, gradually dissolving into 
the Pacific, lay visible at ourfeet. .. .”

REDLANDS. 

The amendment to the license ordinance 
which was laid upon the table at the meet- 
ing last week of the Board of Trustees, and 
thought killed, was unexpectedly lifted 
from the table and passed at the meeting 
on Wednesday evening. The passage of 
this ordinance was a surprise to most peo- 
ple, and is severely criticised by some, who 
claim that it contains loopholes through 
which great abuse of the priyileges granted 
therein may occur. The ordimance pro- 
vides for the serving of wines and malt 
liquors upon the tables with meals in all 
hotels, so recognized. This is regarded 
generally asa step from the present pro- 
hibition position in the direction of a gen- 
eral high license.

There is probably no better evidence 
of the steady increase of business’ in 
our locality than the tact that the busi- 
ness of the postoffice of this city has been 
steadily and substantially increasing from 
month tomonth the past year until its 
business is now sufficient for itto be made 
an Office of the second class. During boom 
days the business growth of the office was 
phenomenal, and while Mr. Tedford was 
postmaster was made an office of the second 
class. During the financial depression 
that followed the boom the receipts of the 
office decreased to such an extent that in 
July, 1890, it again became an office of the 
third class, in which classithas since re- 
mained. For the past year the receipts have 
been increasing, and today the limit is 
passed which makes it an office of the sec. 
ond class. 

Postmaster Nourse is to be congratu- 
lated, as with this change the office will 
pay him $100 more per year than it has 
formerly paid. Asathird-class office the 
postmaster received but $1900 per year 
and the assistance of one clerk, while as an 
office of the second class it pays a salary of 
$2000 per year, furnishes three clerks, 
fuel, light and stationerv. 

EJECTMENT SUIT. 

The ejectment suit of Harlin vs. the 
Santa Ana and Westminster Railroad Com- 
pany, brought up in the Superior Court 
yesterday, resultedin a judgment for the 
plaintiff, the findings being as follows: 
First—Plaintiff was owner of the street 
subject to the easement for street purposes, 
and second, that defendant, the Santa Ana 
and Westminster Railroad Company, en. 
tered without right and ousted the plaintiff 
by building a railroad along the center of 
the street. It was further found that the 
plaintiff was not estopped by his acts from 
maintaining the actionof ejectment.

The most exciting event that has hap- 
pened in this city for some time was the ad- 
vertised balloon ascension and parachute 
jump by Prof. Harris, which was to have 
taken place from the corner of Center and 
Los Angeles streets yesterday afternoon.

A gustof wind had blown one side 
of the canvas againstthe chimney inside, 
and before it could be straightened out it 
had caught fire. Hally’ Schumacher, a boy 
about 15 years old, who was inside the can- 
vas to look out for the fire, was caught by 
the falling canvas and burned and scratched 
considerably about the face, but got ont 
without serious injury. The outcome of 
the affair was a keen disappointment to the 
large assemblage, as aiso to Prof. Harris, 
whose loss is about $200. The professor 
stated that he was having another balloon 
made, and will give the ascension at alater 
date. 

At the City Trustees’ meeting Wednes- 
day afternoon the election ordinance was 
passed and ordered printed. The clerk was 
also instructed to order 500 ballots in ac- 
cordance with the new election law. An 
ordinance Was brought up granting the 
Western Union Telegraph Company a fran- 
chise for the erection and maintenance of 
poles and wires along the streets of the 
city, but action thereon was deferred until 
some future time.
